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Mexican bishops form 
co-ops for quake victims

MEXICO CITY (NC) — The Mexican bishops have 
established housing and employment cooperatives for 
earthquake victims, an official of the bishops’ 
Commission on Social Work said. 


In addition, said Father Enrique Gonzalez Torres, 
executive secretary of the commission, the Catholic 
Assistance Fund established by the bishops after the earth- 
quake has received more than $1 million in contributions 
from Mexican and international sources. 


THE COMMISSION’s reconstruction effort, said 
Father Gonzalez, who made the announcement in early 
October, is part of a three-stage program established by 
the bishops. The commission is using assistance funds to 
establish emergency shelters, form housing and 
employment cooperatives, promote self-employment and 
small businesses, and set up community service centers. 


‘‘We are trying to create some post-emergency shelters 
as a transition phase,’’ said Father Gonzalez. The shelters 
et ea eo en ewoulcsbessmun) bythe people 

themselves and only until 
they are able to find new 
housing opportunities. ’’ 

He said the Church is 
promoting the housing and 
work cooperatives in the 
most densely populated 
neighborhoods of Mexico 
City, where many of the 
overcrowded housing units, 
known as_ vecindades, 
collapsed. 

THE HOUSING aid is 
designed to help residents 
with the purchase of 
building materials and to 
promote neighborhood 
reconstruction projects. The 

work cooperatives, said 
Father Gonzalez, are to help people whose work places 
were destroyed. 


“‘We’re also carrying out an investigation to see how 
we can best help small businesses and the self-employed — 
carpenters, shoemakers . . .,’’ he said. 


Community services will be set up ‘‘in offices, small 
buildings, or homes to provide medical aid, emotional 
therapy, and legal counsel for people who have lost every- 
thing in the disaster,’’ he said. 


FATHER GONZALEZ noted that the church effort is 
not only for affected areas of Mexico City, but also will be 
carried out in the states of Michoacan, Jalisco, and 
Guerrero, also hard-hit by the earthquakes. 


Meanwhile, some bishops and priests have made a 
special appeal to Mexicans to interpret the disaster within 
the context of Pope John Paul II’s letter ‘“The Christian 
Meaning of Human Suffering.” 


According to Bishop Luis Miguel Canton Marin of 
Tapachula, Mexico, Mexican Catholics should not view 
the disaster as divine punishment for their sins — as some 
priests and Religious have publicly claimed. 


Citing the pope’s letter, Bishop Canton said suffering 
“is a call to demonstrate the moral strength of man, his 
spiritual maturity.’’

‘Hail Mary’ film draws criticism 


NEW YORK (NC) — When the controversial movie 
Hail Mary opened at the New York Film Festival Oct. 7, 
at least 2,500 demonstrators protested its debut while two 
New York bishops added their voices to earlier criticism 
from the pope himself. 


Hail Mary, directed by Jean-Luc Godard, presents a 
modern-day version of the life of Mary, in which the 
heroine, portrayed as the teen-age daughter of a gas 
station mechanic, is nude in several scenes. 


BOTH CARDINAL John J. O’Connor of New York 
and Bishop Francis J. Mugavero of Brooklyn criticized 
the showing of the film and echoed the remark by Pope 
John Paul II in April that the movie ‘‘deeply wounds the 
religious sentiments of believers.”’ 


Bishop Mugavero, in a statement, said that Mary 
under the title of her Immaculate Conception is the 
patroness of the Diocese of Brooklyn. He said he was 
‘“‘deeply disappointed’’ that the movie was featured at the 
festival and also that it was put into commercial 
distribution. 


‘‘T join my voice with the Holy Father’s and with the 
many people of good will of all faiths who have deplored 
the showing of the film here,’’ he said. 


Black woman named 


NEW YORK (NC) — Cardinal John J. O’Connor of 
New York has named a black woman as a vice chancellor 
of the New York Archdiocese four weeks after promising 
to do so. 


She is Dolores Bernadette Grier, a longtime employee 
of the archdiocese who has worked since 1981 in the social 
development department of Catholic Charities. 


BORN IN Harlem to parents who came from the 
South, she converted to Catholicism as a teenager. She 
holds a master’s degree in social work from Fordham 
University. 

She was designated vice chancellor for community 
relations. 


“She has a clear understanding of church teaching,’’ 


CARDINAL O’CONNOR said he was “‘spiritually 
present with all’’ who joined in the demonstration. He 
said he was not calling for government censorship of the 
film but pointing out ‘‘categorically’’ that church 
teaching ‘‘abhors any treatment of fundamental themes of 
our faith that, as our Holy Father says, ‘distorts and 
scorns their spiritual significance and their historical 
value.’ ”’ 


When Hail Mary opened at the film festival, at least 
2,500 protesters thronged outside, reciting the rosary, 
singing hymns, and booing ticket holders who came to see 
the film. Several demonstrators carried placards with such 
statements as ‘‘Blasphemy’’ or ‘‘Holy Mary, Mother of 
God, Pray for Us Sinners,’’ and ‘“‘Your Taxes Fund 
Bigotry.”’ 


The film festival is supported in part by public funding 
through the New York State Council on the Arts and the 
National Endowment for the Arts. 


Many of the protesters said they had not seen the film, 
but, in the words of one, Charles Welch, director of 
Catholic activities for the Knights of Columbus in two 
Long Island counties, ‘‘I take the word of the pope on it.”’

Cardinal O’Connor said in announcing the appointment. 
“In any kind of forum or debate she remains calm, 
balanced, and straightforward on church teaching, and 
she’s able to articulate even the most complicated 
positions.”’ 


AT A September symposium in Harlem on the pastoral 
letter issued a year earlier by the nation’s 10 black 
bishops, Cardinal O’Connor said he hoped to appoint 
more blacks to archdiocesan posts and to begin with the 
appointment of a black woman as vice chancellor. 


Women, mostly nuns, have been appointed to the post 
of chancellor or vice chancellor in several dioceses. But 
Miss Grier is the first woman appointed to this office in 
the New York Archdiocese, and possibly the first black 
woman in the nation.

UNFED AMERICA — “‘There are still too 
many hungry people in our communities,”’ 
and Congress and the White House are to 
blame, said a new report by the ecumenical 
Christian anti-hunger organization Bread for 
the World. The organization, in its report, 
““Unfed America 1985,’’ detailed its findings 
from surveys by its Hunger Watch USA 
program in 36 communities across the nation. 
Released in Washington, the report noted that 
“our churches are being called upon to feed 
and assist growing numbers of needy 
individuals and families’ and that ‘‘the severe 
crisis of the early 1980s has become a stubborn 
problem that refuses to go away.”’ 


INJUSTICE TO STUDENTS — New 
Jersey bishops called on Gov. Thomas Kean 
“to act immediately to end the injustice being 
caused to more than 10,000 educationally and 
economically deprived students in non-public 
schools’? who are not receiving remedial 
services. The U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 
July that public school teachers may not teach 
remedial math and reading in parochial 
schools. Federal guidelines to implement the 
court’s decision were issued just before the 
start of the school year. 


REFORMS IN JEOPARDY — Father Hans 
Kung, who was told by Vatican officials in 
1979 that he could no longer teach as a 
Catholic theologian, has accused Pope John 
Paul II and Curia officials of trying to halt the 
church reforms launched by the Second 
Vatican Council. The pope and Curia fear the 
growing democracy within the Catholic 
Church, the Swiss-born theologian said in a 
two-part series published in the Rome daily La 
Repubblica Oct. 4-5. 


IRISH FAVOR DIVORCE — Almost half of 
the Catholics in the Republic of Ireland favor 
the right of divorce, according to a survey 
conducted on behalf of the Irish bishops’ 
conference. The survey showed that 48 percent 
respondents 


of the disagreed with the 


proposition that ‘‘divorce should never be 
allowed.”’ 


‘HAIL MARY’ PROTESTED— At least 
2,500 Catholics from throughout the New 
York area converged on Lincoln Center Oct. 7 
to protest the showing of French director Jean- 
Luc Godard’s controversial film ‘Hail Mary”’ 
at the New York Film Festival. Protesters, 
most with rosaries in hand, began arriving 
about 5 p.m. at Alice Tully Hall, where the 
film was shown at 9:30 p.m. The auditorium is 
in the Julliard School of Music, a part of the 
Lincoln Center complex on Manhattan’s West 
Side. 


U.S. PAPAL VISIT — Bishop W. Thomas 
Larkin of St. Petersburg said he expects Pope 
John Paul II to visit Los Angeles, San 
Antonio, New Orleans, and probably Miami 
during his anticipated fall 1987 visit to the 
United States. He also said he wants the pope 
to make a stopover in the Tampa Bay area. He 
made his comments in his column for the 
Florida Catholic, the diocesan newspaper. 


SEDILLO RECOVERING — Pablo Sedillo, 
director of the Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs 
at the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops-U.S. Catholic Conference, was 
expected to recover fully from a heart attack he 
suffered Oct. 3. Shannon Daly, clinical 
manager of the Coronary Care Unit at Ever- 
green General Hospital in Kirkland, where 
Sedillo was admitted, said that Sedillo was in 
good spirits. 


GAY SEMINAR BARRED — Three bishops 
in Minnesota and one in Wisconsin have 
barred the Catholic Coalition for Gay Civil 
Rights from holding seminars in Catholic 
facilities. The bishops were Archbishop John 
R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, Bishop 
George Speltz of St. Cloud, Minn., Bishop 
Loras Watters of Winona, Minn., and Bishop 
John Paul of La Crosse, Wis. Archbishop 
Roach told the New York-based coalition to 
cancel a seminar that had been scheduled for 
Oct. 12 at St. Patrick Church in St. Paul. 


PRIEST SENTENCED — Father Paul H.

EXTENSION ANNIVERSARY — The 
Catholic Church Extension Society marked its 
80th anniversary and evoked its history in 
rural American missions with a Mass 
celebrated in a train chapel car in Nevada 
City, a restored Old West town. From 1907 to 
the 1930s three Pullman-style ‘‘chapels on 
wheels’’ were used by the Extension Society to 
bring the sacraments and instruction to towns 
without priests. The celebration began with 
the baptism of 1-month-old Michelle Rose 
Cerino. Frontier services 70 years ago often 
began with a baptism. 


BOLD SPIRIT NEEDED — The Church of 
the future must be bold ‘“‘in the spirit of 
Vatican II,’’ Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago told the Archdiocese of Santa Fe’s 
Congress of Lay Ministries. In his keynote 
address to the congress, held in Albuquerque, 
N. Mex., Cardinal Bernardin urged 
participants to cultivate loyalty to the Church, 
creativity within the Church and “‘a spirit of 
centering’’ that nourishes the life of 
contemplation. 


DEMOGRAPHIC SUICIDE — Widespread 
legalized abortion is contributing to ‘‘demo- 
graphic suicide’’ in Europe, Pope John Paul II 
told a group of European Catholic bishops. 
The pope said that in 1960, Europeans 
represented 25 percent of the world 
population, but at current demographic rates 
this would be reduced to 5 percent by the 
middle of the next century. The move to 
legalize abortion has been spurred by ‘‘a 
subjectivism and individualism that seeks only 
one’s own egotistical self-realization,’’ the 
pope said. 


CHALLENGE TO EVANGELISM — 
Western European Catholics who don’t go to 
church, but who still consider themselves good 
Catholics are a new challenge to evangelism, 
said several participants at a Symposium of 
European Bishops. ‘‘The people who no 
longer go to Mass would be very angry if you 
told them they do not belong to the Church,”’ 
said Cardinal Godfried Danneels of Malines- 
Brussels, Belgium, at a press conference

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Storefront offers haven for ‘runaways’

SAN DIEGO — “‘This is the best shelter I’ve been 
in. . . I’d live here if I had the chance,’’ said a 15-year- 
old girl who had arrived at the newly opened Storefront 
the previous day. However, she planned to leave in two 
days to live with her mother. 


“T love it; it’s comfortable,’’ said a blond teen-age boy 
who had poked a stuffed animal down the front of his 
T-shirt. He intended to stay. He had been at the shelter 
for runaway or ‘“‘throwaway’’ youth six days and was 
enrolled in its G.E.D. program to continue his high 
school education. 


THE FACILITY, which opened Oct. 1, offers two 
programs: a drop-in center during the day and an 
emergency shelter throughout the night. It is a 
collaborative effort of Project CAASE (Community 
Against Adolescent Sexual Exploitation), some of whose 
services are provided by Catholic Community Services 
(CCS), Saint Vincent de Paul Center, San Diego Youth 
and Community Services, San Diego Involvement 
Project, and the United Methodist Urban Ministry 
(METRO). 

Maura Knepper is director of the Storefront, one of 
several programs initiated by CAASE, which aims to 
combat juvenile prostitution. 

Between 250 and 300 San Diego youth ‘‘are on the 
streets every night,’’ Laurie Shellenberger, Storefront 
project supervisor, said. 

“‘THIS IS a new area of ministry . . . an extension of 
our outreach to the homeless,’’ Father Douglas Regin, 
CCS executive director, said. . 


What its young resident called ‘‘comfortable”’ is a two- 
story cement-block building at 345 16th St. Wall-to-wall,

‘Couch potatoes’ 


The opening of the new school year as well as the new 
television year has started me thinking about an old American 
pastime, reading. Reading has been mentioned in some 
interesting contexts lately. At the priests’ retreat this year, one of 
the retreat masters was so bold as to say that half of the 
depression and anger among the Catholic clergy is due to the fact 
that they don’t read. Judging from the squirming of the 
audience, monsignor had hit the mark. 


The August issue of U.S. Catholic magazine followed the same 
general idea. An article by Robert T. Reilly listed reading as the 
third of ten ways to ‘“‘beat the spiritual blahs.’’ The author 
remarks that ‘“‘some of the most famous Catholic converts read 
themselves into the Catholic Church.’’ I would add that many 
other Catholics have read themselves into staying in the Catholic 
Church. Rather than simply giving up because Father Sominex, 
their pastor of Our Lady of Boredom, hadn’t preached well in 
some time, they have preached to themselves through the reading 
of spiritual books. 


Developing an active rather than a passive approach to your 
spiritual life requires that you go against the usual American 
Catholic trend. Many Catholics arrive at church on Sunday to be 
entertained (passive) rather than to worship (active). Hundreds 
of hours logged in front of television sets have made us passive, 
dependent, and sedated. We have become entertainment junkies 
who crave an endless supply of predigested food for the mind. 


It has become common to blame television for so many of the 
ills of our society that those in the TV business have become 
understandably defensive and quick to point out their ‘‘socially 
redeeming’? programs. Rather than speak about the relative 
merits of some programs versus others, I am interested in what 
happens to somene’s mind when he or she watches any program 
at all. 


The TV viewer is far more passive than the reader; he uses less 
of the brain and the imagination; he has much less of a choice 
and much less to do once he has chosen. The reader can choose 
the speed at which to read, the complexity of plot or topic. He 
can put down a book and pick it up again. He may read some 
passages more than once. 

Thus the reader has far more control over what is going on 
than the viewer does. The greatest tragedy in the world, when 
handled by TV, must fit within the 60- or 90-minute span of the 
program and must move at a pace decided by the director rather 
than the viewer. 


A book that spells out the essential passivity of television 
viewing as well as its effects on the family is Marie Winn’s The 
Plug-in Drug. One passage that especially interested me is 
Winn’s explanation of why there is so much violence on TV: 
“‘People want violence on television. By choosing the most active 
programs possible the viewer is able to approximate a feeling of 
activity.’ There, ‘‘television violence is recognized as a 
compensation for the viewers’ enforced passivity.’’ 


Winn also notes that the numbers of juveniles arrested for 
serious and violent crimes increased 1600 percent between the 
years 1952 and 1972. This is the very period in which television 
became ascendant in the lives of American children. 


In reading, a person utilizes his most unique human ability — 
verbal thinking. He is entertained while watching television, but 
his passive participation leaves him unchanged in a human sense. 
While television viewing provides diversion, reading allows and 
supports growth through the very act of reading itself. 


A farcical group in the Bay Area that understands the value of 
TV is the ‘‘Couch Potatoes.’’ Their leader explains the name: 
“‘Our members are all eyes and rooted to the TV, and vegetation is 
an important part of our existence.’’ The cry of the Couch 
Potatoes is: ‘“Turn on, tune in, veg out.’’ Their motto: ‘‘What is 
a book, but a mini-series waiting to happen?”’ 

My writing about this topic may seem futile, because most of 
the folks reading this column wouldn’t qualify as ‘‘couch 
potatoes.’’ Still, all of us need to think and to communicate about 
the spiritual vacuum in this country, which is being masked by 
America’s commitment to television.

Son reveals the Father 


The following ts the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Oct. 9. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


Continuing our weekly catechesis, we reflect today upon the 
Church’s profession of faith in the one God who is a trinity of 
persons: Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. The God whom we 
cannot fully understand has willed to reveal Himself not only as 
the Creator and our Almighty Father but also as love realized in 
an inner communion of three divine persons. This mystery of the 
inner life of God is made known to us through Jesus Christ. As 
we read in the prologue of John’s Gospel: ‘‘No one has ever seen 
God. It is the only Son, ever at the Father’s side, who has 
revealed Him.”’ 


When Jesus concluded his earthly mission, following the 
resurrection, he addressed the apostles in these words: ‘‘Go 
therefore and make disciples of all the nations. Baptize them in 
the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit.”’ 
These words began the Church’s mission and provided the 
foundation for its sacramental life. They indicated the Church’s 
fundamental task, namely, to teach and to baptize so that all 
come to share God’s trinitarian life. 


Our faith in Christ’s redemption helps us to understand the 
great mystery of the Holy Trinity. The divine plan of our 
salvation is made present in the missions of the Son and of the 
Holy Spirit. The Son and the Spirit proceed eternally from the 
Father, and they give us an awareness of the mystery of God’s 
inner life.

Minding our own shop 


“‘Why are the bishops running here and there trying to solve 
everyone else’s problems when they can’t even solve the 
problems in their own dioceses?’’ 


That question was put to me by a good friend who went on to 
say: ““There is so much disunity these days. The morale of priests 
is low. Women are angry at the Church. Sisters are up in arms. 
We have racial problems, drug problems, and the problem of 
giving our youth the basics of their religion.”’ 


His immediate objection was to news reports regarding 
commissions of bishops traveling to El Salvador, Ethiopia, South 
Africa, and Poland. He thought the bishops should be giving 
their full attention to minding the shop in their own country. 


Questions of this nature arise every time the bishops get 
involved in matters that seem to reach beyond the boundaries of 
their dioceses. The complaint is heard especially when they get 
involved in social justice issues. 


The argument against outside involvement is often defended 
by the principle that it is better to address problems you have 
control over than to attempt to solve problems that have very 
little if any hope of final solution. The U.S. bishops, the 
argument goes, have very little chance of influencing the powers 
of foreign governments or even understanding the politics 
involved. 


Today, because of better communications the world is 
becoming smaller — not in size but in how close people on one 
side of the world can feel to those on the other side. 


No generation before ours has ever been so sensitized to the 
brutality of war as we have been. 


Awareness of starvation and social injustices in all parts of the 
world is heightened through communications satellites and other 
communications advances. 


The reason representatives of the U.S. bishops travel to such 
places as El Salvador and Ethiopia is because they are sensitive to 
the afflictions and the social injustices experienced by people — 
people made in God’s image. The bishops are motivated by a 
sense of history that compels them to react. 


A sense of history says: All nations are accountable to God; the 
prophetic call we receive in baptism demands that we who know 
what is wrong must react, whether we can solve the problem or 
not, because unfortunate people throughout the world are our 
responsibility as much as people in our own dioceses. 


Since the days of the prophets who were concerned not only 
with Israel but also with all nations, minding one’s shop has 
always meant being mindful of all peoples.

Parents of new and returning college students often 
experience some surprises. It helps to be prepared for 
them. 


The first, popularly called the Freshman Ten, refers to 
the 10 pounds a freshman puts on between September 
and Christmas vacation.

SOME PARENTS get overly concerned about this 
weight gain, but not to worry.

We know there is as 
much time and work ahead as we’ve already put in and 
the thought is depressing.

The recent topic of a group discussion centered around

Perhaps it does not seem too difficult to imagine the 
self-disgust that might have caused a surgeon with 
thousands of abortions to his discredit to wholly reverse 
his thinking and become committed to protection of the 
unborn and the defense of all life. One might speculate, 
though, why this should happen when it did. Why on that 
particular day should he become convinced that he was 
destroying human life? Why not hundreds or thousands 


Ins and Outs

The Sacred Congregation for Divine Worship earlier 
this year reissued its ‘‘Guidelines on Communion in the 
Hand”’ and, in the process, updated them. At the same 
time, it stressed one or the other of these guidelines to 
contain certain abuses that had crept in following the 
introduction of this privilege some years ago. The Sacred 
Congregation went out of its way to reiterate that when 
the communicant receives the Host, he is supposed to say 
‘‘Amen’”’ reverently, with nothing added or different. 


The text said: ‘‘Following the teaching of the Fathers, 
insistence is to be laid upon the importance of the ‘Amen’ 
said in response to the formula of the minister, “The Body 
of Christ;’ this ‘Amen’ is an affirmation of faith.”’ 


WHY DID this seem necessary? Probably because the 
Congregation has been receiving reports, if not from all 
over the world, certainly from the United States, of the 
variety of responses made by communicants. 


Any priest will tell you about some that he has received 
when he says, ‘“The Body of Christ.’’ A few people say, 
“‘T believe.’’ Others have answered, ‘‘So be it.’’ Not 
surprisingly, some simply say, ‘“Thank you.’’ Each of the 
various responses is not what is requested. ‘‘Amen,”’’ that 
simple word, is an expression of belief, a statement of 
faith, and is precisely what is called for at that precious 
moment. 


Why the need for these various replies? It could be that 
some well-meaning person has concluded that something 
else is better than ‘‘Amen.’’ Possibly it is the one chance 
for the person, lost in the communality of the liturgy, to 
make a personal statement. There may be a certain need 


FORTUNATELY, THERE is no choice in 
pregnancy, but thousands of half-finished book 
manuscripts are sitting on author’s desks, mine included. 
The Sophomore Slump, like the unfinished book, is 
merely the point of no return. Do I go for completion or 
start something else? 


When parents are faced with a potential slumpee, we 
tend to convince our students that school really isn’t so 
bad and exams aren’t really that hard. This just serves to 
irritate already depressed students who feel we don’t 
understand the constancy of papers, the dreariness of 
study and the toughness of exams. 


If we believe — and let our students know we believe — 
that college is one big party interrupted by classes, we’re 
making a mistake. If we give the impression that they are 
ungrateful and lazy, it’s an equal mistake. 


I BELIEVE the best way to deal with the Slump is to 
empathize with our student: ‘‘Yes, it must be awful to 
keep facing exams. I don’t know how you do it.’’ 


“Another paper? You must be so tired of them. I’m 
impressed the way you get them done.’”’ As with us, when 
our young adult feels fully understood, the pressures and 
future don’t appear so ominous. 


College counselors tell me this is the time for parents to

Why is it that even in our own small, private lives after 
resisting any number of hints or confrontations that 
accuse our way of living, there will be one particular time 
when some kind of illumination shocks us into awareness 
of an element of destructiveness we are harboring? Then, 
like Peter or Judas, or countless others, we cry, ‘‘What 
am I doing? What have I done?”’ 


IS IT that there is a basic decency struggling to surface 
despite our efforts to ignore it? Is it that we stumble on 
heedlessly for the most part and only when we pause and 
think of the consequences of what we do can we really see 
ourselves as productive or destructive in the human 
context? Some occurrence, perhaps just a little thing, 
must ignite the spark. And there must be, I think, what I 
call the days of autumn — those quiet, reflective times 
when we can withdraw from all the activity of our world 
and find our own ground. 


Then there is the matter of being made in the image of 
God. I believe very strongly that this is not merely a 
poetic theological concept or scriptural idea, but a truth 
on which our lives, and the mysterious ways in which they 
are moved and changed, must hinge. We are made in an 
image of total goodness and love for humankind — for all 
creation, in fact. When we act in contradiction to that 
image, our spirit will rebel. 


We have many ways of responding to such rebellion — 


to assert individuality. Or it may well be that people just 
don’t trust ‘‘Amen.”’ It’s so simple, so plain, so non- 
dramatic. 


OVER THE years, one aspect of the liturgy as 
celebrated has been the escalation of words. We do not 
refer to those instances where the words are prescribed for 
the celebrant, or in the places where it is directed that he 
may use ‘‘other words.’’ Rather, the escalation is in the 
abundance of words all over the place. For example, it is 
no longer sufficient for the lector to read the First or 
Second Reading. Some missalettes now provide 
instructions for the commentator, resulting in his going 
on at some length, explaining what the reading is about. 
It may have sounded like a good idea, to discourage some 
priests who think homilies are to be mini-bible 
instructions or short courses in Sacred Scripture. They 
are not. However, reading this introduction to the 
readings may be counterproductive. The words read 
diminish the words of Scripture, which are to have 
prominence. 


Another place where excess words have crept in is the 
so-called ‘‘Litany of Thanksgiving’ after Communion. 
Recently, the Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy has issued 
Guidelines for the Publication of Missalettes, seeking to 
“‘fulfill its responsibility for regulating pastoral-liturgical 
action.’’ One escalation of verbiage has been the filling up 
of moments after Communion with these litanies of 
thanksgiving. The Committee has said that these are not 
to take place. The Ordo for the Mass says that time is for 
a song of praise, a hymn, or silence. (We are afraid of 
silence, we Americans. If it is anything longer than a

support their students with surprise phone calls, boxes 
from home, and even visits. They need the reassurance 
that somebody back home cares about them and 
understands their confusion and discouragement. 


THE SECOND year is a time of decision, of choosing 
a major, and many students are not ready to do so. Or 
they are faced with changing a major that may necessitate 
an extra semester. Parents should not confuse this trying 
time with malingering. 

Sophomore Slump can occur at any time during a 
college experience. We can disclose our own slumps and 
help our children know that everyone has times when we 
have to move ahead on sheer perseverance alone. 


Having something to look forward to helps, whether 
it’s a spring break ski trip or a summer vacation with the 
family. However, instead of phrasing it as a reward, we 
can suggest it as a well-earned gift. 


NOT, “‘IF you stick it out, we will give you . . .”’ but 
“‘Won’t it be great to have all this behind you when we 
are sitting on the beach in July?”’ 


In spite of the confusion, the Sophomore Slump does 
end, especially with careful parent nurturing. Once the 
year of doubt and questioning ends, it becomes ‘a dim 
memory. Like the Freshman Ten.

most of them familiar to medical doctors and 
psychiatrists. However, the only way of quelling it is 
through taking time to commune with our spirit of truth, 
trying to discern what it is telling us and to change what 
needs to be changed, radical and horribly painful though 
the process might be.

ONE AUTUMN day our unawareness will be 
penetrated and the spirit will leap over the barricades to 
bring us face to face with ourselves and smack against 
decision.

G.K. Chesterton once said that whatever else is true or 
not, one thing is certain, man is not what he was meant to 
be. We know that, but most of the time we are frustrated 
because we do not know what we are meant to be, or we 
feel it beyond our ability to reach. The image within us 
knows and moves it within our reach whenever we are 
quiet enough to listen and grasp. 


Our seasonal autumn days are already here. They may 
also be our spiritual days of autumn if we choose — days 
to align the person we are with the image of who we are 
meant to be.

moment or two, we get jittery, jumpy, and our feet start 
moving, for we’re anxious to get going.) 


A litany of thanksgiving is not a song of praise. It can 
be hoped that the missalette publishers will make the 
emendations, so that the parish liturgy committee or the 
celebrant can call for a song of praise, if it is so wished, or 
to allow everybody to be silent and meditate on the 
significance of the reception of the Eucharist to which they 
have said ‘‘Amen.”’ 


PRIESTS, TOO, are not above compounding this 
escalation of words. (Once more, the reference is not to 
those occasions where he is allowed to substitute.) Some 
break into the liturgy anywhere by issuing little mementos 
or personal asides. The general rule is that once the 
Offertory Prayer begins, the priest is not to insert any 
words of his own until after Communion. Yet, there have 
been times when priests will alter the liturgical texts, 
make some verbal additions, and generally contribute to 
the chatter level. 


‘‘Amen.”’ A simple word, a plain word, so as to appear 
inadequate by some, but that may be the beauty of the 
liturgy. This act of praise is still one of the most awesome 
acts human beings can perform. Who can believe that by 
those prayers we become sharers and partakers in the 
song of the angels, in the praise and thanksgiving offered 
by Jesus to the Father? 


When we get right down to it, Jesus’ life was an 
‘‘Amen’’ to the Father’s will. Maybe the reason some 
don’t like to say ‘‘Amen’’ is that we still want to assert our 
own wills as opposed to what the Father asks of us.

It was the first document passed by the Second Vatican 


Council and in many ways the best known and most far- 
reaching. It drastically changed the way Catholics 
worshiped God, and therefore how they viewed 
themselves. : 


Sacrosanctum Concilium, the Constitution on the 
Sacred Liturgy, was passed by the world’s Catholic 
bishops assembled in Rome Dec. 4, 1963, and 
immediately was approved and promulgated by Pope 
Paul VI. 


“THE SACRED liturgy does not exhaust the entire 
activity of the Church. . . . Nevertheless the liturgy is the 
summit toward which the activity of the Church is 
directed; at the same time it is the fountain from which all 
her power flows,’’ says the document. 


‘Liturgy’? does not mean just the Mass. It 
encompasses all the Church’s acts of public worship: the 
sacraments; blessings; rites such as burials, dedication of 
churches, and taking of vows by Religious; and the 
Liturgy of the Hours, the official daily prayer of the 
Church. 


Guiding principles of reform cited repeatedly in the 
liturgy document included simplicity, greater use of 
Scripture, emphasis on the hierarchical and community 
nature of all the church’s worship, and use of native 
languages instead of Latin where authorities consider it 
helpful. The council declared that the most important 
principle of all, however, should be the ‘‘full, conscious, 
and active participation’’ of the people in the liturgy. 


PARTS OF the document read almost like a litany, 
““The rite of . . . shall be revised.’’ Fill in whatever word 
comes to mind: Mass, baptism, confirmation, 
matrimony, burial, etc. 


Principles were laid out for liturgical music, art, 
architecture, education, reform of the liturgical calendar, 
and — the continuing agenda for future reform — the 
prudent adaptation of the general liturgical rites to local 
cultures. 


The massive revision of all liturgical books in the 
original Latin, and the even more massive translation of 
those books into the languages of the world, meant that 
liturgical reform almost certainly generated more paper- 
work than any other act of Vatican II. 


More important by far, however, was the change in the 
spirit of worship that it generated in Catholic 
communities everywhere. 


Media document 
Of the first two documents that emerged from the 
Second Vatican Council, one — on liturgy — contained 
some of the council’s most significant reforms while the 
other — on the media — has been widely regarded as the 
weakest of the council’s 16 documents. 


Both were formally approved Dec. 4, 1963, the last day

of the council’s second session. However, when the 
bishops were first asked to vote on a final version of the 
media decree Nov. 25, a group of them circulated a 
petition saying it was so weak that ‘‘the authority of the 
council will be called into question”’ if it should pass. 
Although the document received more than the two-thirds 
vote needed to pass, a substantial minority — 503 out of 
2,101 casting valid ballots — opposed it. 

THE DECREE, a little more than 2,200 words, is 
titled, ‘‘Inter Mirifica,’’ after its first two words in Latin, 
or ‘“‘Decree on the Instruments of Social 
Communication.”’ 


It praised the possibilities of communications media, 
urged use of them to promote positive moral and cultural 
values, and defended the right of the Church to make use 
of them for evangelization and education. Only in 
careful, qualified form did it affirm the human “right to 
information about affairs that affect men individually and 
collectively, and according to the circumstances of each.”’ 


In the United States and a number of other countries, 
structures of church communication and attitudes of 
church agencies and officials regarding openness, public 
accountability and rights of information have progressed 
dramatically since the council. However, these changes 
almost certainly were due more to other council 
documents and to changes in the whole lifestyle of the 
Church than to the media decree. 


Pilgrim people 
What many consider the most central of all the 
documents of the Second Vatican Council was. its 
Dogmatic Constitution on the Church. 


Lumen Gentium, as it is titled in Latin, officially 
endorsed views of the Church as the people of God, a 
communion, and a pilgrim people. 

IT MARKED the first time in Christian history that 
an ecumenical council gave a comprehensive exposition of 
the nature of the Church itself. 

From that document comes the declaration that the 
laity, through their baptism, are ‘‘sharers in the priestly, 
prophetic, and kingly functions of Christ’? who “by their 
very vocation . . . work for the sanctification of the world 
from within.”’ 

The document also reaffirmed the hierarchical nature 
of the Church and the doctrines of papal primacy and 
infallibility defined a century earlier by the First Vatican 
Council. 

IT CARRIED out, however, what many considered 
an essential unfinished job of Vatican I. It balanced the 
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well-developed church teaching on papal authority by 
presenting an equally well-developed teaching on 
collegiality, the role in governing the Church that each 
bishop individually and of the whole college of bishops 
together exercise in union with the pope. 

Lumen Gentium was formally approved and 
promulgated on Nov. 21, 1964, the final day of the third 
of the council’s four sessions. Much earlier it had been the 
centerpiece of a decisive debate over the whole direction 


of the council. 


The first draft of the document, prepared before the 
council began in 1962, looked more like a standard 
apologetic treatise that viewed the Church in largely 
juridical terms and defended its hierarchical structure. At 
the first session the world’s bishops demanded a more 
historical, biblical, and dynamic treatment, and the 
drastic revisions carried on over the next two years on that 
central document redefined and redirected virtually every 
other council document as well. 


Power of bishops 


The Second Vatican Council is sometimes called the 
“council of the bishops’? because one of its most 
important achievements was to take the theology of 
bishops seriously and restore to them an authority that 
had gradually eroded in practice over the centuries. 


A key document spelling out the role of bishops was 
Christus Dominus, the Decree on the Pastoral Office of 
Bishops in the Church, which the council passed on Oct. 
28, 1965, during the fourth and final session of Vatican 
JUL 


IT CALLED for reform and internationalization of 
the Roman Curia, the Church’s central administration. It 
ordered the formation of national or regional bishops’ 
conferences. 


The decree gave new importance to the diocese under 
its bishop, calling it ‘‘a particular church in which the 
one, holy, catholic and apostolic Church of Christ is truly 
present and operative.’’ It cast the bishop as chief pastor, 
teacher, priest, and guide in the faith of his portion of the 
universal Church. It spelled out new relations between 
him and the priests, Religious, and laity in his diocese. 


The prevailing popular view of bishops before the 
council, heavily influenced by legalism, tended to see 
bishops as basically the pope’s local branch chiefs, 
exercising authority by delegation from him. 


The decree stressed the proper, immediate, ordinary 
authority of each bishop in his diocese and the authority 
of the whole college of bishops over the whole Church — 
always in union with the pope and under his primary 
authority, but by virtue of their sacramental ordination 
and the pastoral authority that flowed from that.

© Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy (‘‘Sacrosanctum 
Concilium’’), Dec. 4, 1963: ordered an extensive revision 
of worship so that people would have a clearer sense of 
their own involvement in the Mass and other rites. 


© Decree on the Instruments of Social Communication 
(‘Inter Mirifica’’), Dec. 4, 1963: called on members of 
the Church, especially the laity, to instill ‘‘a human and 
Christian spirit’? into newspapers, magazines, books, 
films, radio, and television. 

¢ Dogmatic Constitution on the Church (‘‘Lumen 
Gentium’’), Nov. 21, 1964: presented the Church as a 
mystery, as a communion of baptized believers, as the 
people of God, as the body of Christ, and as a pilgrim 
moving toward fulfillment in heaven but marked on earth 
with ‘‘a sanctity that is real, although imperfect.”’ 


© Decree on Ecumenism (‘‘Unitatis Redintegratio’’), 
Nov. 21, 1964: said that ecumenism should be everyone’s 
concern and that genuine ecumenism involves a continual 
personal and institutional renewal. 


© Decree on Eastern Catholic Churches (‘‘Orientalium 
Ecclesiarum’’), Noy. 21, 1964: stated that variety within 
the Church does not harm its unity and that Eastern 
churches should retain their own traditions. 


© Decree on the Bishops’ Pastoral Office in the Church 
(‘‘Christus Dominus’’), Oct. 28, 1965: said each bishop 
has full ordinary power in his own diocese and is expected 


Pope gives curia

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Sister Mary Linscott, the 
highest-ranking nun at the Vatican, has been given a 
Curia title generally reserved for monsignors.

Pope John Paul II gave the title ‘‘capo ufficio’”’ (office 
head) at the Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes to the 66-year-old Notre Dame de Namur 
sister, according to an announcement from the Vatican 
press office. Sister Linscott, a native of Great Britain, has 
worked at the congregation since 1978 overseeing revision 
of constitutions of women’s religious communities. 


UNDER A reorganization of the congregation, Sister 
Linscott will oversee the revision of constitutions of orders 
of men and women Religious and the establishment of 
new religious institutes. 

Gaining the title is ‘‘a breakthrough’’ for women, 
Sister Linscott said. She compared the step to the 
appointment of women as observers to the 1971 Synod of 
Bishops.

¢ Decree on Priestly Formation (‘‘Optatam Totius’’), 
Oct. 28, 1965: recommended that seminaries pay 
attention to the spiritual, intellectual, and disciplinary 
formation necessary to prepare priests to become good 
pastors. 


© Decree on the Appropriate Renewal of the Religious 
Life (‘‘Perfectae Caritatis’’), Oct. 28, 1965: provided 
guidelines for the personal and institutional renewal of the 
lives of nuns, brothers, and priests belonging to religious 
orders. 

e Declaration on the Relationship of the Church to 
Non-Christian Religions (‘‘Nostra Aetate’’), Oct. 28, 
1965: said the Catholic Church rejects nothing that is true 
and holy in non-Christian religions, called for an end to 
anti-Semitism and said any discrimination based on race, 
color, religion, or condition of life is foreign to the mind of 
Christ. 

e Declaration on Christian Education (‘‘Gravissimum 
Educationis’’), Oct. 28, 1965: affirmed the right of 
parents to choose the type of education they want for their 
children, upheld the importance of Catholic schools and 
defended freedom of inquiry in Catholic colleges and 
universities. 

© Dogmatic Constitution on Divine Revelation (‘‘Dei 
Verbum’’), Nov. 18, 1965: said the Church depends on

and commended the use of modern scientific scholarship

Sister Linscott was president of the International Union 
of Superiors General from 1971-1978. Because of her 
position, she was one of the four women at the 1971 
synod. 


SHE WAS superior general of her order from 
1969-1978 and had been approved for her Vatican job by 
three popes. Pope Paul VI officially dated her 
appointment Aug. 7, 1978, but his Aug. 6, 1985 death 
invalidated the appointment. 


Pope John Paul I affirmed the appointment but died 
before Sister Linscott could take the office. Finally, in 
November 1978, after approval by Pope John Paul II, 
Sister Linscott began her work at the Vatican.

SHARE airlifts food to Mexican capital

SAN DIEGO — Through the 
generosity and cooperation of a number 
of groups in San Diego and Mexico, 
Mexico City’s earthquake victims will 
receive nourishment and warmth. 


About 33,000 pounds of food and 
blankets, from SHARE’s Mexico relief 
fund, were airlifted to the Mexican capital 
Oct. 12 on a DC-9 Super 80 donated by 
PSA. 


CONTRIBUTIONS HAD been 
pouring into the SHARE warehouse since 


the day after the first earthquake struck 
Mexico City Sept. 19. Getting donated 
items to the capital city, however, was 
slow until last week when PSA Pilot 
Robert Vincent told SHARE officials that 
he had obtained a plane, fuel, and pilots 
for a food airlift. 


After viewing efforts of Mexico City’s 
residents to rescue two babies from a 
collapsed hospital there, Vincent decided 
he wanted to help, so he set out to obtain 
permission to take a plane load of food to 
the Mexican capital.

LOADING — SHARE workers began loading the DC-9 Super 80 plane donated by 
PSA early Oct. 12 with 33,000 pounds of food and blankets to be airlifted to quake 
victims in Mexico City. Food for the airlift was trucked to the PSA terminal at 
Lindbergh Field by Coast Distributing/Budweiser semi-trailers. It took more than 
three hours to load the plane with the relief cargo. 
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“I always wanted to build a bridge”’ 
between Mexico and the United States 
and ‘“‘this is it,’’ Vincent said during the 
flight to Mexico City. 


ONCE TRANSPORTATION was 
available, PSA, SHARE, and church 
officials worked to get permission from 
U.S. and Mexican government agencies 
for the international relief effort. 


Elisa Sabatini, coordinator of 
SHARE’s Mexico programs, contacted 
Gente Nueva, a group of Mexico City 
university students providing food to 
quake victims. The group agreed to take 
charge of distributing the airlifted food in 
the Mexican capital. 


Sabatini stressed that the airlift was not 
going to be “‘a one-shot thing.’’ Before 
the earthquakes, SHARE had planned to 
set up a food distribution program in 
Mexico City, she said. The relief ‘‘effort 
is to be long term.”’ 


TO RAISE funds for future food air- 
lifts, $200 donations were solicited for the 
flight, dubbed ‘“‘SSHARE AIR number 
one.’’ Close to $10,000 was raised, 
Vincent said. The funds will be used as 
“‘seed money’’ for the next ‘““SSHARE 
AIR”? flight, he said. 


Among foodstuffs sent were 15,000 
pounds of milk in cartons requiring no 
refrigeration. Sabatini explained that 
“‘milk is not a consideration’ in many 
Mexican families’ diets so SHARE 
officials wanted to take as much milk as 
possible to Mexico City. Many Mexican 


families do not include purchasing milk in 
their household budgets, Sabatini said, 
adding that many Mexican children drink 
coffee instead of milk. 


Other food items shipped included 
cooking oil and donated canned goods. 
The milk and cooking oil came from the 
Food for Peace program, a USS. 
government program that provides food 
to people in foreign countries. 


BESIDES FOOD and blankets, the 
Oct. 12 airlift carried five PSA 
employees, including two pilots, SHARE 
Director Deacon Carl Shelton, Sabatini, 
several journalists, and Sister Paula 
Thompson, prioress of the Benedictine 
Convent. 


During the return flight, Sister 
Thompson noted the ‘‘cooperation of the 
people’’ involved in the airlift, from the 
crew who loaded the plane at Lindbergh 
Field to the one who unloaded it in 
Mexico City. She saw the ‘“‘joy of 
helping . . . those in need’’ on the faces 
of the volunteers. 


Recalling the brief tour taken of the 
Mexican capital by most of those on the 
plane, Sister Thompson said ‘‘the 
simplicity of the people’’ touched her. She 
felt ‘“peace existed in the people,’’ a sign 
of ‘‘faith.”’ 


THE PRIORESS also had a chance to 
speak with Sister Antonia Brenner, one of 
dozens of people who awaited the plane’s 
arrival at Mexico City’s airport. Sister 
Brenner works with prisoners at a 


Tijuana jail.

Father Joseph Carroll, the center’s director, said nearly 
$70,000 has been contributed for Mexican relief in the 
three weeks since the earthquakes. 


DONATED MONIES are being used to operate a 
water purification plant six miles outside Mexico City, 
Father Carroll said. Prior to the quakes, the plant had 
been closed but the center has provided the money needed 
to reopen the Alpine Water Purification plant, he said. 


Although much clothing has been donated to St. 
Vincent’s relief fund, Father Carroll explained that 
clothing is ‘‘not a priority need’’ in Mexico City now. 
Food, blankets, shelter, and water are the items the 
capital city’s residents need most. 


Rather than spend money to transport clothing, Father 
Carroll heeded the advice of several business people who 
had been to Mexico City since the quake and decided to 
target St. Vincent’s funds for the water purification plant. 


RAYMUNDO CHAVEZ, St. Vincent’s accountant, 
was dispatched to Mexico City to get the water operation 
started. Chavez said chemical engineers from Bitro-Fibras, 
a large Mexican business, were assigned to help. 


The first bottles of water from the plant were 
distributed in Mexico City Oct. 1, Chavez said, adding 
that when the Mexican children got the water they were 
“happy, jumping all over the place.’’ 


The plant is producing about 6,000 one-and-a-half liter 
bottles of water per day, Chavez said. Eight church-run 
shelters in downtown Mexico City are distributing the 
water, alotting one bottle for two people, he said. 


ALTHOUGH ST. Vincent’s had planned to fund the 
plant’s operation for just a few weeks, Chavez’s reports 
about the shortage of drinking water in the Mexican 
capital have convinced Father Carroll to continue the 
project for the rest of the year. The director estimates it 
will cost close to $80,000 to operate the plant for that long. 


Father Carroll said contributions. made by various 
parishes and other groups will be used to fund the plant.

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Church leaders prepare to assess council’s impact *;

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Church — 


officials worldwide are preparing to assess 
the impact of the Second Vatican Council 
at a time when Catholic authorities dis- 
agree over whether applications of its 
teachings have been generally good or 
bad. 


The disagreements reflect two different 
approaches to assessing the Church 20 
years after Vatican II. 


ONE VIEW is that the impact has 
been mostly bad because of misunder- 
standing and misapplication of council 
reforms. According to this assessment, an 
effort should be made to eliminate the 
negative aspects and consolidate the few 
positive ones. 


The other view sees the overall impact 
as good, despite problems, with the 
primary need being to build upon the 
reforms to strengthen the Church. 


Both sides agree that 
teachings are not at fault. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY Synod of 
Bishops, scheduled by Pope John Paul II 
for Nov. 24-Dec. 8, is to be the forum for 
a study of how the council teachings have 
been applied in the past two decades. 


Church officials interviewed by 
National Catholic News Service prior to 
the synod said that two weeks is not 
enough to seriously examine the impact of 
all the reforms and issues contained in the 
16 documents approved at Vatican II. 


the council 


They said the key issue will be the 
degree of support the synod gives to 
continued implementation of Vatican II 
reforms. A consensus exists that the synod 
was not called to roll back the reforms. 


POPE JOHN PAUL was an active 
participant in the council as Polish Bishop 
Karol Wojtyla and repeatedly has called 
for applying council teachings. 

So far he has remained aloof from the 
debate over application of Vatican II 
reforms. He also has distanced himself 
from the pessimistic view of one of his top 
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officials, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
head of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. 


Cardinal Ratzinger has said that the 
Church has deteriorated since Vatican II. 
The cardinal directs the doctrinal 
congregation that monitors theological 
orthodoxy, and many of the applications 
of the Vatican II reforms have displeased 
him. Cardinal Ratzinger had direct 
experience with the council when, as a 
priest, he was a theological adviser to the 
German bishops attending it. 


SINCE THE council, the Church has 
passed from ‘‘self-criticism to self- 
destruction,’’ and has: not achieved the 
unity expected, he said in a_ book 
published this year. Its title in English is 
The Ratzinger Report. 


‘“There had been the expectation ofa 
step forward, and instead one found one- 
self facing a progressive process of 
decadence that, to a large measure, has 
been unfolding under the sign of a 
summons to a presumed ‘spirit of the 
council,’ ’’ the cardinal said. 


Difficulties, risks to faith 


Several Vatican officials responsible for 
implementing .the council’s teachings on 
human society believe that the dialogue 
with the modern world sparked by the 
Second Vatican Council has been good 
for the Church. However, it has also 
brought difficulties and risks for the faith. 


They said the Church has enhanced its 
moral influence by speaking more clearly 
than ever on social justice and peace since 
the council ended in 1965. 


THE COUNCIL also initiated 
gradual progress in dialogue with non- 
Christian religions, especially Judaism 
and Islam. The dialogue with non- 
believers has resulted in valuable 
knowledge about modern atheism and has 
produced joint statements on science and 
research. 

In general, the Church’s ‘‘opening to 
the world’’ as expressed in council 
documents, particularly Gaudium Et Spes

(Pastoral Constitution on the Church in 
the Modern World), should be reaffirmed 
by the upcoming Synod of Bishops, they 
said. 

The officials also cited dangers and 
problems that emerged as the church 
sought to implement Gaudium et Spes. 


AMONG THEM were: the risk that in 
the name of dialogue, some Catholics 
might accept prevailing cultural values; 
that certain ideological groups might 
exploit dialogue with the Church for 
propaganda purposes; and that in their 
work for social justice, church 
organizations might become single-issue 
groups, or become overly influenced by 
secular ideologies. 


In an attempt to bridge the gap 
between culture and faith, Gaudium et 
Spes emphasized the values and goals the 
Church shares with most modern 
societies. It said a fully lived faith means 
collaborating to improve society. 


Several of those interviewed said that 
the document, the council’s longest and 
most wide-ranging, had suffered from a 
too optimistic ‘‘partial reading.”’ 

FRENCH CARDINAL Paul 
Poupard, who heads the Pontifical 
Council for Culture and the Secretariat 
for Non-Believers, said the constitution 
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sometimes has been misunderstood as 
simply embracing modern culture. He 
blamed the situation on a relative silence 
among contemporary Catholics regarding 
the need for prayer and solid doctrinal 
education, which should go hand-in-hand 
with dialogue. 

“‘T share Cardinal (Joseph) Ratzinger’s 
belief that there is a crisis of faith today,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Some Christians, turning to the 
world, have forgotten that they are to 
convert the world, and not be converted 
by the worldly spirit.”’ 

He said he hoped the synod would help 
“overcome these errors.”’ 


TO THE secretary of the Secretariat 
for Non-Believers, Spanish Father Jordan 
Gallegos, that means ‘‘the study of the 
problems that have brought society to 
unbelief.’’ Those problems have changed 
over 20 years, he said. 


Particularly in non-communist 
countries, formal and militant atheism 
has diminished, Father Gallegos said. 
‘‘An official atheist is hard to find these 
days,”’ he said. 

However, it has been replaced by 
widening agnosticism or religious 
indifference, Father Gallegos said, and it 
is difficult to conduct a dialogue with 
people uninterested in religious problems.

Youth commitment 
to Church is high 


WASHINGTON — Youth commitment to the Roman 
Catholic Church is ‘‘surprisingly high’’ despite a shortage 
of young people entering seminaries, Dean Hoge, 
sociologist at The Catholic University of America, said. 


His nationwide study on the attitudes of Catholic 
college students reveals an ‘‘oversupply’’ of people willing 
to commit themselves to the Church in lay ministries. 
Almost 75 percent of the students surveyed indicated they 
are seriously interested in serving the Church in some lay 
capacity. ‘‘In fact, there are more available people than 
Church positions,’’ he said. 


THAT INTEREST has always been there, but not 
“‘the idea of serving the Church as a paid lay minister.” 
Hoge’s study is the first to ask about interest in lay 
ministries. 


“‘The main change in the next 20 years will be the 
broadening of lay ministries,’’ Hoge said. More than 60 
percent of the respondents believe the Church should 
consider restructuring responsibilities to include more lay 
ministers in parish leadership positions as deacons, 
program directors, and in other non-liturgical or 
sacramental capacities. Almost 80 percent of those 
interested in becoming lay ministers hold this view. 


Over half of those surveyed said they are interested in 
serving the Church as educators, counselors, 
missionaries, or campus ministers. 


AT PRESENT, the number of Catholic college 
students interested in lay ministries is about 50 times the 
number interested in vocations, Hoge’s study showed. 


Previous studies have shown that youth are unwilling to 
commit themselves to vocations in the Church because of 
the celibacy requirement and the lifelong commitment. 
Hoge’s study confirms this, showing that if married men 
were ordained, four times as many men would be 
interested in vocations. Almost half of those surveyed 
favor ordination of women and married men. 


In general, the sociologist found college students 
uncritical of the Church. More than half support the 
bishops’ public stands on issues such as the arms race and 
the American economy. 

““There is no avoiding some change,’’ Hoge said. ‘‘As 
lay ministries grow, lay ministers will slowly become 
leaders, beginning at the local level. The average Catholic 
is ready for broadened participation.”’

SAN DIEGO — A través de la generosidad y 
cooperacion de varios grupos en San Diego y México, las 
victimas del terremoto en la capital de México recibiran 
alimentos y cobijas. 


Unas 33,000 libras de alimentos y cobijas, del fondo de 
ayuda de SHARE, fueron transportados por via aérea ala 
Ciudad de México el 12 de octubre en un DC-9 Super 80 
donado por PSA. 


CONTRIBUCIONES LLEGABAN al almacén de 
SHARE desde el dia después del primer terremoto en 
México el 19 de septiembre. Sin embargo, el envié de los 
donativos a la capital iba despacio hasta la semana pasada 
cuando Robert Vincent, piloto por PSA, informé a los 
oficiales de SHARE que habfa obtenido un avidn, 
combustible y pilotos para transportar alimentos por via 
aérea. 


Después de ver los esfuerzos del pueblo mexicano para 
salvar dos bebés de un hospital que se habfa derrumbado, 
Vincent decidid que queria ayudar y a través de sus 
esfuerzos obtuvo permiso para llevar el avidn lleno de 
alimentos a la capital de México. 


“‘Siempre querfa tender un puente’’ entre los Estados 
Unidos y México y ‘‘este lo es,’’ dijo Vincent durante el 
viaje a la capital.

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Some new series follow tried, true formula 


Without further ado, let’s get to some 
quick reviews of the new TV series before 
some of them get canceled. (I’m already 
too late for Hometown, which has been 
erased from the map.) 


TUESDAY: [ hope this article appears 
before Growing Pains disappears. This is 
a wheezy sitcom about a stay-at-home 
psychologist and his available-only-on- 
TV family. You know the kind: the kids 
are handy with one-liners, which they 
deliver with broad winks, and mom is a 
fantastic cook and wife and career 
woman. 


WEDNESDAY: I last rooted for a pot- 
bellied, white-haired, old man when I was 
eight and he was Hopalong Cassidy. 
Everything that goes around comes 
around and The Equalizer is simply an 
updated version of Hoppy. Instead of a 
cowboy, he’s a retired secret agent who 
hires out to help those who are in 
desperate need of assassins and arsonists. 

I’m a sucker for shows in which gadgets 
solve problems and elaborate plans win 
the day (remember Mission Impossible?) 
so this series could win me except for one 
thing — it’s opposite St. Elsewhere. 


FRIDAY: I saw the best lesson in 
Christianity not on Hell Town but on a 
new episode of The Twilight Zone. In the 
debut week, a 30-minute segment too 
complicated to explain here in detail dealt 
with two scripture passages — the one 
referring to the need for us to die to 
ourselves in order to live and the other 
advising us to put on a new man when we 
become Jesus’ followers. 


It was the sort of parable I would expect 
to find on a religious network instead of 
CBS. (As a reminder to those who saw it, 
the episode concerned a man _ who 
suddenly discovered that a duplicate of 
himself had taken over his apartment.) 


Spenser: For Hire puts the tried-and- 
true detective style in Boston. That gives 
it a new look, but this show tries for 
something more. It wants to give its hero 
a conscience, a moral outlook, and a 
heart. Sometimes, it comes off. For

example, hired to find a woman who has 
run off after 28 years of marriage, he 
complains, ‘‘I’m tired of people putting 
their immediate gratifications ahead of 
their obligations. ’’ 


That same show, the series’ premiere, 
had Spenser and his girl friend 
questioning their relationship. She is 
leaning toward marriage; he is not. In 
fact, he reminds the viewers that he is 
interested in fornication, although that is 
not the term he employed. Still, the series 
may have something new to offer if it’s 
going to hold up the cliches to ridicule and 
reconsider some of the private eye 
formulae. 


SATURDAY: Back-to-back comedies 
called The Golden Girls and 227 present 
very different families. In the first show, 
three middle-aged women share a Miami 
home with the elderly mother of one of 
them. In the second, a traditional family 
lives in a middle-class Washington, D.C., 
neighborhood. 


Golden Girls showed some potential in 
its first episode as well as some indication 
that it is going to go the way of Norman 
Lear’s series, which can be good when it’s 
good and annoying when it’s not. A 
homosexual cook, for instance, provides a 
weekly moral question for viewers, 
especially parents watching with their 
children.
